Great Power for Grain Commission 
Sir Richard Cartwright’s bill 
respecting grain has received its 
second reading in the Senate, 
The bill proposes to establish a 
grain commission of three, largely 
on the lines of the railway com 
mission and to a considerable ex- 
tent independent of the govern- 
ment. This commission will have 
full control of the grain trade, and 
will have large discriminatory 
powers to determine what places 
shall be public elevators, and take 
all possible precautions of insur- 
ing the purity of Canadian grain 
during its transmission to Europe 
The commissioners would be ap- 
pointed for terms of ten years, 
and would have to vacate their 
offices on reaching the age of 
seventy years. They would reside 
at Fort William or Port Arthur,

Wet and Dry Yoars 

Charles Nourse, the president 
of the Edmonton Board of Trade 
has been making a scientific in- 
vestigation of the weather, par- 
ticularly to find out if the tales of 
knocker, that the dry years came 
in clusters, was correct, At the 
annual meeting of the abdve 
Board of Trade, which was 
held a week or so ago, he pro- 
duced figures to prove his conten- 
tion that when there was a dry 
year, it was always followed by a 
very wet year, 

In Southern Alberta the aver- 
age rain fall during May, June 
and July is a little better than 
nine inches, We can get along 
nicely on seven, though this is a 
country which has uever been 
known to have too much moisture 

Mr. Nourse quoted Harve, a 
town across the line from Leth- 
bridge, where they have weather 
reports. There was a dry year 
there in 1883 and the rain fal) for 
those three months was 3.55, and 
next year the rain fall for the 
three months quoted was 16.05, 
which was very wet. In 1886 
there was another dry year with 
3.1% inches of rain, but it was 


The dry 
year of 1905 with 3.71 inches o 
rain during the months mentioned 


was followed by a rainfall of 9.49 | There’s anither lang syne, 
on the year following.

ance reigned, and huge fortunes were 
spent in single repasts. Of the many

feasts given by Vitellius not one cost 
less than $1,500 and his reign was 
almost a continuous debauch. Com- 


modus was a notorious drunkard, and 
Septimus Severus was not much bet- 
ter. 

When Heliogabalus ascended the 
throne he had a man whose special 
task was to record the orgies. Forty 
courses a day were served at his 
feasts, each one of which cost not less 


than $10,000. He gave fortunes to 
inventors of new drinks. 
Apicius spent $3,000,000 on rare 


wines and dishes. He went over his 
books one day and found that he had 
but $300,000 left. Rather than live on 
such a pitiance he stepped out into 
the backyard and killed himself. 

Many of the famous drunkards 
drank $500,000 worth of wine at a 
single meal. At a luncheon given 
to Cicero and Pompey by Lucullus 
$5,000 worth of wine was consumed 
by the three.

Remembering that the British sen 
try has more intimate acquaintance 
with “‘doleful night’? in all the world 
than any other person, it is small 
wonder that ghost stories told round 
guardroom fires on Christmas nights 
are unlimited, 

Sometimes their. ‘‘ghost’’ proves to 
be an elusive, oily, fleet-footed 
“loose-wallah,’’ or Indian native rob- 
ber, masquerading in a winding-sheet, 
in the hope of diverting the attention 
of sentries whilst other robbers make 
raids on rifles.

The 
King has named the famous Cwllinan 
diamonds “The Stars of Africa’’—a 
particularly appropriate honor to the 
Union of South Africa. The largest 
section of what was once known as | 
the Cullinan Diamond, now one of 
the twin “Stars of Africa,’’ is fixed to 
the front of the imperial crown, and | 
the famous Black Prince Ruby has 
been placed in the centre of the 
Maltese Cross. The smaller diamond 
is to be seen fixed in the head of the 
sceptre.
